Governor Rockefeller designated May 21st as “Teacher Recognition 
Day,” and on that day the Hospital honored its teachers with a 
luncheon. 


There are, perhaps, some readers of the R. & C. who are not 
aware of the fact that Special Surgery has its own public school. 
Here is the story of that school. 


After Johnny has gone through the routines of the Admitting 
Office, he comes to Pediatrics. What happy, welcome sight greets 
him as he steps off the elevator? The schoolroom, of course! Parents 
are usually delighted but the kids’ reaction range from uncon- 
cealed horror to patient endurance. From kindergarten to high 
school, the three R’s are taught. In fact, HSS is one of the few 
hospitals that can boast of a full time secondary school. Regents, 
College Boards or National Merit Examinations present no problem 
for Miss Fox. She knows exactly the procedures for procuring these 
examination papers and administers them under the correct condi- 
tions. There are graduation ceremonies from Junior High and High 
School when a pupil reaches these levels of achievement. 


P.S. 402 Manhattan in HSS is an important educational link 
for the hospitalized child. It is the bridge that joins the world 
within the hospital with the world outside. All the provisions of the 
New York State Law and the curriculum of the New York City 
Board of Education are satisfied. However, the hospital demands 
necessarily interrupt the school day. The medical needs, x-ray, 
physio-therapy, OT and other services are the prime purposes of 
the child’s hospital stay. But if the teacher works with the other 
members of the team, these interruptions can be held to a mini- 
mum. Here at HSS, the teachers are especially fortunate that the 
school is regarded as essential and that maximum cooperation is

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given by every staff member from nursing aides to doctors and 
administration. 


The “400” teacher’s role is the same as that of all teachers. 
In addition, special training is required to qualify for the Health 
Conservation license needed in hospital schools. P.S. 402 Manhattan 
is under the aegis of the Board of Education and Mrs. Thea S. Klein 
is our principal. Miss Marlene Detlef introduces our kindergarten 
tots to the joys of school. She also teaches the lower elementary 
classes. The middle school children are the responsibility of Mrs. 
Sheila Goett. Miss Ethel Fox, our teacher-in-charge, teaches all the 
high school students. The ability to accept illness, empathy for the 
hospitalized child, and willingness to serve as a member of a hos- 
pital team are added professional qualities that make for efficient 
educators. 


The general routine is classroom instruction in the morning 
and the teachers go to the bedsides in the afternoon. In the class- 
room we have opening exercise, and discuss matters of general in- 
terest. A radio or television program may spark a lively argument 
that includes all the children. Instruction then proceeds to individ- 
ual and group work in skill areas such as mathematics and language 
arts. The students work in a relaxed atmosphere with a few minutes 
rest between subjects. Frequently, we take advantage of outside 
agencies to bring a new activity and experience. Scheduled routines 
and activities give the children a sense of security. For the high 
school student, a program is organized to assure continuity of 
education based on communication between the hospital school 
and his home school. The home high school assists Miss Fox in 
setting up a course of instruction which will be credited by the 
home school. 


Flexibility of planning, empathy for the child and continuity 
of learning are the essential aspects of the teaching at P.S. 402.
